ty, Melancholy, Palſy, Cachexy, & c. 
When it is cauſed by an irregular Con- 
formation of the Brain, Excreſcence of 
the Cranium, or other local Diforder, 
it is either incurable, or its Cure de- 
pends upon the Removal of the local 
Deformity, or Complaint.

By Way of illuſtrating the Cauſe 
of Epilepſies, I ſhall inſert here a very 
extraordinary Caſe, related by Dr. 
Thomas Short, Phyſician at Sheffield, 
and F. R. 8. in the Edinb. Medic. 
Eſſays, T. IV. | : 

A Woman, ſays he, n 3 8 
Vears of Age, had laboured under an 
Epilepſy, which from one Fit a Month

was come to four or five in a Day, 
each continuing an Hour or an Hour 
and half, by which ſhe was grown 
mopiſh and ſilly, and incapable of 
taking Care of her Family. Evacua- 
tions of all kinds, Epileptic, Cepha- 
lie, and many other Medicines had 
been tried in vain, the Diſeaſe grow- 
ing ſtill more ſevere. 

Her Fit always began in the iow 
towards the lower Part of the Gaſtro- 
cnemii Muſcles, and in a Moment 
reached her Head, threw her down, 
foamingat Mouth, with terrible Diſtor- 
tions of the Mouth, Neck and Joints. 
Whilſt he talked with her ſhe fell 
into a Fit, he examined her Leg, but 
found no Swelling, Hardneſs, Laxneſs 
or Redneſs different in that Place 
from what was in the other Leg. But 
ſuſpecting * her Fit beginning al-

ways in that Place, that the Cauſe of 
the Diſeaſe lay there, he plunged a 
Scalpel about two Inches into it, and 
found a ſmall indurated Body, which 
he ſeparated from the Muſcles ; it 
proved a hard cartilaginous Subſtance 
or Ganglion, about the Size of a very 
large Pea, ſeated on a Nerye, which 
he cut aſunder and took out the Tu- 
mor. The Woman inſtantly came 
out of her Fit, cried ſhe was well, 
and never after had a Fit, but re- 
covered her former Vigor, both of 
Body and Mind. _ 

What has been obſerved at the Dit 
ſection of epileptic Perſons, may alſo 
contribute to give an Inſight into 
the Nature and Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, 
and confirm that Evacuations are the 
Baſis of the Cure, as mentioned

I ordered crural Inciſions to be 
made upon the part through the com- 
mon Integuments, and let it bleed 
till it ſtopt of itſelf Then à met- 
curial Plaiſter was applied upon the 
Sore, and the Mother was directed 
to rub in upon the Place of the Uag.

The Wound was healed, the Fleſh 
ſoft” like the reſt, and of a kindly 
Aſpect. The Mother ſaid ſhe had

or any Symptom of a Spitting ap- 
ared, J ordered him again the mer- 
curial Pill at Night, the rum next 
Morning, and Bolus as before. 
About this time he was — ill 
of the Meaſles, for which he was 
blooded, and took gentle alexiphar- 
mic Medicines and Pectorals, and 
when recovered was purged twice 
more with the Calomel Pill and Pow.

OH Poſtern, aged about forty 

five, was bit by a Dog in the 
hind Part of his right Leg, juſt above 
the Shoe upon the Tendo Achillis, on 
the 21ſt of Aug. 1743. Ihe Dog, he 
ſaid, came running along, bit and 
ſnapt at other Dogs, and at every 
38 Perſon 
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Perſon i in his Way: His Tongue hung 
out of his Mouth, he foamed, his 
Head and Tail hanging dowyn, and 
locked as if very much fatigued, 
Poſtern” not being aware ſoon enough 
to get out of the Way, the Dog bit 
him without any Provocation. What 
became of him, he could not tell, for 
he was ſo terrified that he went away 
immediately; and a Hue and C 
being ſet up, he ſuppoſed the Dog 
was ſoon killed. 

He came to the London Infirmary 
the next Day, when I perceived the 
Print of ſeveral of the Dog's Teeth 
very plain, the Skin raiſed, and it 
had bled a little. The wounded Part 
was ſwelled, hard, and of a livid 
Colour, attended with a numb'd 
_ pricking Pain, with an Aſpect of 
þ en, peculiar to thoſe Sorts of 
2 T 3 Wounds:

Nights and Mornings, He 
took the Calomel Pill that Night, 
and one the Night following, and 
the Morning of the 26th the Purging, 
Powder, and the Paregoric Bolus go- 
ing to Reſt; and as he complained 
of a Dizzineſs in his Head and Trent- 
bling, to take of the Tinfur. ſulig.

The 8th of Sept. he came to the 
I nfirmary ; I reproved him for ſtay- ' 
ing away fo long, but he to ex- 
cuſe himſelf ſaid, that finding he was 
retty well, the Wound quite healed, 
and all his Complaints abated, nay 
almoſt gone, he thought there was 
no farther Occaſion for his coming, 
but to thank me. The Swelling of 
the Glands being gone, and his Throat 
ys I ordered him to continue rub- 


bing 
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bing in ſome more mercurial Oint- 
ment, and by Way of Precaution to 
take once more of the Calomel Pills 
and Purge, alſo to continue the 
Tinftura fulig. cum A. as before, 
and to call upon me a few Days af- 
ter. The Patient was in good: 
Health before this Accident, but fince- 
complained of a heavy Pain of his 
Head and Dizzineſs, which at Times 
obſtructed his Hearing; had often 
Shiverings, ſucceeded by hot Fits and 
Fluſhings in his Face, was thirſty, 
his Tongue white and furr'd, and 
his Pulſe frequent, but not full.

A little Cur 
Dog of a Neighbour's of his, having 
been from Home about two Days, 
his Maſter ſeeing him rutining about 
and ſnapping at People, and foaming 
at his Mouth, took him by the Neck, 
and: carried him home; where per- 
ceiving that he look d fierce and wild 
about his Eyes, and endeavoured to 
ſnap at and bite him, he let him go. 
Upon which he bit Po/fern, who was 
in the Houſe, in three Places, in his 
left Leg, near the Shin Bone. He 
had but a thin Pair of Stoekings on,

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wherefore the Dogs Teeth had pe- 
netrated rather more than the time 
fame Time one Mary Walker in the 
Hand, making a conſiderable Wound, 
which bled plentifully. She alſo 
was a Patient at the Infirmary, and 
treated. after the ſame Method, ex- 
cepting that Scarification wag not ne- 
ceſſary, and has continued well fince; 
— Maſter killed the Dog im- 
mediately, and according to the No- 
tion of the Vulgar, perſuaded them 
to eat the Liver fry d, which made 
them very ſick and vomit.

After this I ſaw; my patient no 
more, ſo that I apprehended he had 
died of the Hydropbobia, till the 23d 
of April, 1744. when he came to 
me to excuſe himſelf, and ſaid he had 
been in the North to ſee his Friends, 
that he was in as good Health as ever 
in his Life, excepting that every full 
Moon he was troubled with a Dizzi- 
neſs and Uneaſineſs all over, which 
afterwards went off again; that he 
was apprehenſive this might be of 
ill Conſequence, and he fancied, if 
the Infection was not quite extirpated 
ſrom his Blood, he might ſtill one 
Time or other fall a — to its 
fatal Conſequences.

Oct. 1, 1744 He came with an- 
other Patient, and was very well. 
Beſides theſe, I have ſeen' ſeveral 
run at the Infirmary, that had been 
bit by mad Dogs, who were treated 
the fame Way. But ſome of them 
coming but once or twiee more for 
their Medicines, and others not rel 
turning at all, I do not think it con- 
ſiſtent with the Impartiality I profe fo,

As 1 fave none of the Creatures 


that bit the Patients, I cannot be 


ſure

upon Inquiry thought, he had Proofs 
enough to believe the Cat was mad.

& to adviſe the Uſe of Mercury to 
c prevent gr cure it. Accordingly 
he mentions ſeveral Caſes of Perſons 
bit by mad Creatures, which he treat:
